HE QUITS 34 COMPANIES. 


Sticks to American Tobacco Un- 
der Fire, and Wall Street 
Wonders About Interest 
in Smelters. 


_ New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.]—Broken in 
health at 57—though a giant in stature—un- 
der the tremendous strain of his financial re- 
sponsibilities, accompanied as they have been 
by strenuous publicity, Thomas F. Ryan to- 
day .publicly announced he had withdrawn 
from official connection with all but three of 
the corporations with which he had been iden- 
tifled. These are the Morton Trust company, 
the National Bank of Commerce, and the 
American Tobacco cofhpany. He steps out 
from the active management of thirty-four 
corporations. 

This wizard of finance once said he would 
retire from business life when he had made 
a fortune of $100,000,000. It is the opinion 
in Wall street that Mr. Ryan’s fortune may 
approximate nine figures. 

Mr. Ryan said that the action was taken 
on advice of his physicians. Two years ago 
they told him that the cares devolving upon 
him as the chief steersman of so many or- 
ganizations, some of which, such as the 
Equitable Life Assurance society and the 
Interborough-Metropolitan Street railway 
system of New York, were more than suffi- 
cient in themselves to tax the endurance of 
any one individual, were rapidly undermining 
his health. 


Retires on Doctor’s Advice. 
“This step,’’ sald Mr. Ryan tonight, “ has 
been taken after long and mature delibera- 
tiom There is no significance to it other than 
that my doctore told me I ought to let up. 
They first advised me to unload some of my 
responsibilities two years ago. Gince then 
I have gradually withdrawn from the direc- 
torates of thirty-four corporations. My re- 
cent resignations are but continuance of the 
policy adopted two years ago of unloading 
business responsibilities as rapidly as I can 
in justice to the interests involved. There 
is absolutely nothing more to it than that.” 
Though the American Tobacco company, 
in which Mr. Ryan retains his directorate 
and official voice, is a large corporation, as 
evidenced by its $119,000,000 capital and its 
Po us.apd globe encircling ramifications, 
ere are two reasons, his frends say, why 
he stays in the board. 
Gives the Two Reasons. 
First—It is under prosecution by the United 
States government, having been ceclared by 
the federal court here a combination in re- 
straint of trade. Both sides have appedled 
to the Supreme court at Washington. Until 
that appeal is settled, together with the pos- 
sibility of criminal proceedings thereby in- 
volved, Mr. Ryan could not well drop out. 
Second—Mr. Ryan has never taken an ac- 
tive part in the practical management of the 
concern, that having been done by James 
B. Duke. Mr. Ryan, through the Continental 
Tobacco company, merely supplied the funds 
for the tobacco consolidations. In remain- 
ing in the company he does little more tian 
draw his $600,000 a year income from his 
tobacco investments. 


What Interest in Smelters? 

One point not covered by this announce- 
ment of comparative retirement—a point in 
which Wall street is just now deeply inter- 
ested—is to what extent will Mr. Ryan, in 
hig semi-invalidiem, interest himself in the 
smelting business? Only the other day a 
$50,000,000 emelting concern was incorpo- 
rated at Trenton which friends of the Gug-. 
genheims eaid they suspected to backed 
by the Rynn-Oole Utah mining syndicate. 

‘““Where will Mr. Ryan get his ease and 
rest."’ Wall street asks, “if he is going into 
smelting?’’ This question financiers say is 
likely to be answered by actual developments 
in the next few weeks. 


Part in Eight Great Deals. 

BDstimates as to Mr. Ryan’s fortune differ 
greatly, thougha common guess in the finan- 
cial district ranges between $50,000,000 and 
$100,000,000. He has concentrated his energy 
on eight big deals, which together completely 
develop his corporation history and connec- 
tions. 

They are: 

First, the acquisition of the Broadway 
Street railway franchise, after Jacob Sharp 
had been sent to prison. This was the corner- 
stone of the present Metropolitan system. 

Second, the gathering in, by various Wal] 
street tactics—the sequel of which was old 
Henry Hart's death ofa broken heart and for- 
tune—the stock of the Third Avenue railroad 
company and turning it over to the ** Met.”’ 

Third—Formation of the Metropolitan Se- 
curities company. Later development of this 
scheme, a coup by which Mr. Ryan forced 
the overcapitalized surface elevated systems 
on August Belmont, compelled him to incor- 
porate them into his financially productive 
subway system. United States state courts 
now dealing with receiverships that grew out 
of surface elevated combination, the public 
doing without transfers and paying two fares 
going to and from work. 

Fourth—Obtaining contro! of the state trust 
company, which loaned Mr. Ryan's secre- 
tary $2,000,000 when funds were needed, and 
the key to many funding operations.

Fifth—Development of the so-called to- 
bacco trust. 

Sixth—Getting control of the Seaboard Air 
Line railway by means of a voting trust and 
a reorganization plan. 

Seventh—The formation of the $25,000,000 
National Bank of Commerce, backed by the 
three big insurance companies and other in- 
terests. 

Eighth—Getting control, by purchase of 
James Hazen Hyde's stock, of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society with ita $460,000,000 
of assets.

Rich Woman Aids Quest of Uni- 
‘versity Student’s Murderer. 


POLICE FACE A QUANDARY. 


Strange Similarity to Former New 
York Mystery. 


New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.]—Miss Helen 
Gould has placed detectives on the track of 


murder today of Van Dwight Sheldon, a 
New York university student, who was found 
fatally shot in the home of Dean Charles H. 
Snow of the College of Arts and Applied Sci- 
ences. 

During the three years of his student life 
here the young man had made his home in 
the family of the dean. This morning when 
he went to the basement to look after a fur- 
nace it is supposed he was attacked by a 
robber. 

This was gathered from a statement at- 
tributed to the youth, who was said to have 
been partially conscious when found. He had 
a bullet wound in the abdomen and his cloth- 
ing was badly slashed. . 

Dean Snow says Sheldon declared the man 
who assailed him asked if the house was not 
Miss Helen Gould's, insisted that it was, and 
that Miss Gould was in the house at the time. 

Miss Gould is a cousin of Mrs. Snow, who 
was a Mise Northrup, and has frequently 
spent nights at the Snow residence. 

Miss Gould had also befriended Sheldon, 
who died at a hospital several hours after 


he was found. 


Second Attack on the Student, 

It is given out by the family that last 
spring what was believed to be another at- 
tempt to rob the house had been frustrated 
by Sheldon in a manner so similar as to sug- 
gest it might have been the same man who 
shot him today. 

On the previous occasion Sheldon, they 
said, went down to tend the furnace. While 
in the cellar he was jumped upon by a man 
and beaten unconscious. He was discovered 
in this condition when some one in the house 
smelled sthoke from burning clothes which 
had been soaked in oil for,experimental work 
and left in the cellar. 

In this case the man evidently had been sur- 
prised after packing up, for a bagful of sil- 
verware had been found in the cellar, left 
by the man in his flight. 

The matter was hushed up at the time. 


Detective Finds Strange Facts.: 

A detective learned today that Sheidon's 
clothes were slashed just as they were a year 
ago. There were numerous cuts in the coat 
he wore, in the vest, collar, and shirt. A 
close inspection revealed that some of the 
slashes apparently were not made while She!- 
don wore the garments. Besides, none of the 
cut@ had penetrated through to the skin and 
the undershirt hadn’t been slashed at all. 

Sheldon came from Rockport, N. Y., where 
his family was once well to do. He was 24 
years old and secured a university scholar- 
ship, it is said, with the aid of Dean Snow and 
his wife. 

Dr. Snow said tonight that the idea that 
Sheldon had committed suicide was absurd. 
He said there is no possibility of his having 
tled himself as he was found and at the 
same time be so free he could use the revolver. 

“I have not the slightest doubt that he was 
most brutally murdered,”’ said Dr. Snow.

Aims Old Revolver at Child’s Re- 
quest and Shot Follows. 


WEAPON RECENTLY LOADED. 


Mrs. Alma Locke Prostrated by Acci- 
dent Calls Neighbors to Aid. 


“Mother, take pepa’s gun and shoot me,” 
was the childish request of Pearl Locke of 
8012 Saginaw avenue, last-Tight, dnd Mrs. 
Locke, not knowing the old revolver had 
been loaded recently, pulled the trigger and 
killed her 5 year old baby boy instantly. 

The tragedy occurred when Mrs, Alma 
Locke, the wife of Earl Locke, master elec- | 
trician at the [llMnois Steel company, had 
started to put the little boy to bed. 

An old revolver belonging to Mr Locke 
had been lying around the house for eight 
years. Mrs. Locke often had seen it and with 
the child had played’ withit. The child would 
tell the mother to “ shoot me,” and would 
laugh when Mrs. Locke would snap the un- 
loaded weapon at the boy.

Thought Weapon Unloaded. 

Mrs. Locke pulled the trigger and heard the 
hammer click. The child clapped his hands 
and again requested to be “ shot.”’. 

This time there was a loud report, the ex- 
plosion almost causing Mrs. Locke to fall. 

The terrified woman, looking through the 
smoke, saw her boy fall forward on his face 
at her feet. 

The bullet had passed just above his heart, 
severing blood vessels and causing almost 
instant death. The woman was paralyzed 
with terror for a moment, then she ran to the 
door and screamed for aid. 

Neighbors, attracted by the report of the 
revolver and her cries, came running in and 
found the mother kissing the face of the child 
Dr. E. E. Pansey was called, but pronounced 
the child dead when he reached the house 
only a few minutes after the accident.

REVOLT AS TRICK? 


Venezuelan Says the President 
Rules Through Gomez in 
All but Name. 


POWERS DUPED BY RUSE? 


America Will Recognize Suceces- 
sor if He Can Maintain 
Peace in Land. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—Despite dispatches 
from Caracas announcing the downfall of 
Castro and the usurpation of the government 
by Gen. Juan Vicente Gomez, it is stated by 
a Venezuelan who is intimately associated 
with the political destinies of that country 
thatthe coup d'état carried out by Gomez was 
nothing but a clever piece of opera bouffe cgn- 
ceived by Castro and Gomez before the for- 
mer’s departure for Europe. 

It is said by this trick they hoped to concilli- 
ate the public mind with a change in govern- 
ment and to get rid of a certain faction of 
refractory politicians In the capital and thus 
persuade Holland to discontinue its blockade 
of the Venezuelan coasts, the Dutch cabinet 
having contended that its action was not di- 
rected against the Venezuelan nation but 
merely against Castro's government. 

By this ruse Venezuela’s dictator hopes to 
ward off the crisis which he knew was inev- 
ftable and which prompted him to leave the 
country on the plausible pretext of having to 
undergo an operation in Europe, which, after 
all, now has been declared wholly unneces- 
sary by a German physician. 

The same Venezuelan declares a serious and 
well organized revolution will explode in 
Venezuela during the first week of the new 
year as a last and final effort to wipe out 
the predatory system of government which 
has existed for the last ten years. This move- 
ment, which has the financial backing of a 
number of European capitalists, will be cap- 
tained by Gens. Nineolas, Rolando, Gregorio, 
Segundo, and Rier, former leaders of revo- 
lutions. 

A large cargo of army munitions, consisting 
of 15,000 rifies, 4,000,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, six rapid fire guns, and revolvers, etc., 
Was secretly shipped a few days ago from 
Southampton to the West Indies, destined to 
two revolutionary chiefs, who at present 
are in Trinidad and Curacao awaiting the 
arrival of the cargo to take the field. 


Castro Taunted About Downfall. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Standard 
says that Castro has received the folowing 
cable dispatch from eighty prominent Vene- 
zuelans;: 

*“ Your rule is ended, your power destroyed. 
Venezuela, surfeited by your systematic 
tyranny, has resolved to inaugurate a new 
era. Your property will be confiscated. If 
you try to return to Venezuela you will be 
arrested and indicted on several grave 


charges.”’ 


Castro is furious. He does not intend to 
accept his defeat philosophically. He pro- 
fesses to be confident that the nation will rise 
and reinstate him as its friend and protector. 
He declares that the new rulers are merely 
Washington's puppets and aim to enrich 
themselves at the public expense. 

Castro’s followers say he is determined to 


sacrifice three-fourths of his immense pri- 


vate fortune to regain the presidency. He will 
buy arme and ammunition in Germany and 
engage a German expert to advise him as to 
a plan of campaign. He is convinced that his 
overthrow is due to the United States, which, 
he declares, began to undermine his sway 
immediately he left Venezuela. 

According to the Financial News, a move- 
ment has been ini@ated here by German 
stockholders of the companies ‘ plundered 
by Castro ”’ to try to have Castro arrested in 
Germany on a charge corresponding with 
the English crime of larceny. 


Dutch End Sea Activity. : 

THE HAGUE, Dec. 23.—The departments 
of marine and colonial affairs have sent in- 
structions to the commanders of the three 
Dutch warships in Venezuelan waters to 
cease further activity against Venezuela. 
This was because of the revocation of obnox- 
lous decrees, principally that forbidding the 
transshipment of goods and passengers, 
bound for Venezuela, at Willemstad, Cura- 
ca$. 

The appointment of former Foreign Minis- 
ter Paul to negotiate settlements of the 
disputes between Venezuela and foreign gov- 
ernmments has made a good impression. k 
is believed that Sefior Paul always was 
friendly toward the Netherlande.

AMERICA MAY ACCEPT GOMEZ 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—[{Special.]— 

The United States has resumed diplomatic 
relations with Venezuela. Wiliam I. Bu- 
chanan has left on the cruiser North Carolina 
to investigate the situation, and should he 
report the new governmertt capable to main- 
tain peace and fulfill its treaty pledges Gomez 
will be recognized as the ruler by this coun- 
try. ‘

COURT TO DECIDE DEC, 80. 


Castellane and Prince De Sagan Given 
Another Grilling. 


PARIS, Dec. 23.—-M. Matter, the public 
prosecutor, in a plea in court today in the 
Sagan-Castellane case recommended that the 
children of princess de Sagan, formerly the 
wife of Count Bonide Castellane, be contin- 
ued in the custody of their mother. The court 
will decide the question Dec. 30. “ 

M. Matter scored both the count de Castel- 
lane and the prince de Sagan. The count 
stood well to the front of the courtroom, bal- 
ancing his silk hat on the end of his cane, and 
was the cynosure of all’eyes. Several times 
when the condemnations were particularly 
severe he bit his lips and flushed crimson. 


Argues for Their Welfare. 

““M. Matter based his argument entirely on 
the wefare of the children. He painted the 
unhappiness of the first marriage of Miss 
Gould which compelled her to seek a divoree. 
He then described how, in her subsequent 
isolation, she married Princ> Helle de Sagan 
against the opposition of her brother, George 
J. Gould. who was fully informed concern- 
ing the past life of the.prince and who had 
hoped, especially in the interest ofthe chil- 
dren, that his sister would marry an Amer- 
ican. The lawyer then spoke of the solicitude 
for the three children displayed by Miss 
Helen Gould. 

Regarding the future of the children he 
said the primary conclusion was that they 
should be reared in France. The advisability 
of placing them in an institution was corm- 
plftated by the delicate health of the oldest 
boy, a condition which. in the opinion of the 
public prosecutor, rendered imperative that 
the children be kept together. He said it 
was impossible to confide them to the care of 
their father or to his mother, the marquise de 
Castellane, which would amount to the same 
thing. 


Declares Princess Not Unworthy. 

As for the princess de Sagan, it was true 
that regrettable things had occurred, but 
the court must remember that previously 
she had been an admirable mother and what 
had happened had not made her unworthy. 

In view of these facts, M. Matter said, his 
conclusion was that the children should re- 
main in the custody of their mother, pro- 
vided the prince and the princess de Sagan 
live circumspectly. The two older boys 
should be placed in a school near Paris se- 
lected by the father and the mother, and in 
case of their disagreement, by the president 
of the court. AH three should pass their 
vacations at the residence of the marquise 
de Castellane, the court fixing the duration 
of the visits of both the father and mother. 

“If this is not the best solution,” M. Mat- 
ter said in conclusion, “it is not’a bad one. 
The ideal condition, of cougse, would be to 
return the children to their parents and 
give them a sweet and peaceful home, but 
this apparently is impossible.”’

PARIS, Dec. 23.—In view of a possible con- 
gressional investigation in the United States 
into the Panama canal purchase,- M. Le 
Marques, receiver of the old company, who 
hitherto has declined to be interviewed, made 
the following statement today: 

“TI do not hesitate, in speaking from per- 
sonal knowledge, to brand the story of the 
existence of an American syndicate to which 
the purchase money is supposed eventually to 
have gone, as a fable invented out of the 
whole cloth.

The letter was written last June by the de- 
fendant to Julian Ripley, president of a pub- 
lication of which William E. Annis was 
manager, and it the writer characterized 
Annis as a “ rascal" and “ scoundrel,” and 
paid that he had ground for a criminal 
charge against Annis as the betrayer of Capt. 
Hains’ wife. 

The district attorney offered this letter in 
evidence as preliminary to the testimony of 
Mr. Ripley concerning a second letter from 
the defendant, which the witness had de- 
stroyed.

They are 
paid out of the secret service fund allowed 
the police superintendent every year by the 
council. _, 


Says Many Others Must Go. 

The investigators, it appears, found nearly 
a score of lieutenants and sergeants who were 
incapacitated for their work by reason of 
advancing age and physical disability. The 
chief determined to rid the force of these 
men and promote younger men to their posi- 
tions. He said that he would ask the resig- 
nations of about a dozen more policemen 
in the near future. - 

“Both the pension board and the civil 
service commission has the power to retire 
police officers,’ said the chief. ‘I asked 
these four lieutenants to resign for the good 
of the service. We need younger and 
stronger men in their places. If they do not 
resign I shall be compelled to bring them 
before the retiring board. Nmerous other 
policemen unable to discharge their duties 
properly also will be asked to resign.” 

Lieuts. Maloney, Stokes, Barber, and Beau- 
bten, the four men hit by thé order, dre loath 
to hand im their resignations. and the chief 
during the day received calis from the friends 
of some of them begging for a modification 
of the demand, Lieut. Beaubien: asked for 
ninety days in which to prepare himself for 
retirement. The chief turned a deaf ear to 
the appeals. All four are eligible to pen- 
sions. 

Court Upholds Wheel Tax. 

Judge Kohisaat during the day dismissed 
the petition for an injunction against the en- 
forcement of the wheel tax ordinance filed 
several weks ago by D. P. Neville. The city 
filed a demurrer against the injunction, and, 
after a long argument, this was sustained by 
the court. 

When informed of the action of Judge 
Kohiseaat Corporation Counsel Brundage ex- 
pressed satisfaction, and declared vigorous 
prosecution of wheel tax delinquents would 
follow the holidays.

Ie there anything dutiable about genuine 
English plum pudding? This is the weighty 
problem that has been confronting James 
B. Childs, appraiser in charge of the cus- 
toms mail department in the federal builld- 


“In the last week we have had over 200 
pounde of plum pudding come through here, 
not to speak of the vast amount of cakes 
that remind the foreigner of his particular 
fatherland,”* said Mr. Childs yesterday, ‘‘and 
the worst of it is, each one has to be exam- 
ined to make sure that no dlamonds or other 
dutiable articles have been baked into the 
heart of these things,”’ 

The customs mail department is one of 
the busiest in the postoffice during the holi- 
days and keeps a staff of from aighteen to 
forty-five men busy until late every night. 
Over 25,000 packages were opened, ap- 
praised, and reeealed during the day. 

Chief Clerk W. P. Crannell states that this 
department handles about 50,000 Christmas 
packages every year and of these 25 per cent 
are dutiable. 

By working early and late the department is 
able to deliver all packages only one day 
later than the regular mail.

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OTHERS’ JOY BRINGS DESPAIR 


Sight of Holiday Happiness 
Leads Two to Suicide. 


GIRL AVOIDS HER RELATIVES 


Dies After Watching Lights from Rich 
Unele’s Windows. 


That peculiar despondency which psychol- 
ogists say is increased by the sight of the 
happiness of others is believed to have been 
the cause of the suicide of two former Chi- 
cagoans in eastern cities yesterday. 

The first case is that of a girl of but 19 
years, Hettie Anna Bayers, who swallowed 
poison at McKeesport, Pa., after listening to 
Christmas music while standing in the street 
in front of the home ofa rich relative. 

The other is that of Dr. J. F. Burbank, an 
optician, who was found dead in his hotel at 
Greensboro. N. C. He also is supposed to 
have taken his life. ° 

The Bayers girl went to visit at the home 
of her uncle, Dr. J. C. Meier, a wealthy phy- 
sician of McKeesport. For some reason she 
decided not to enter the house. She stood 
outside listening to the music which floated 
out from the windows, then slowly walked 
away. 


Girl Buys Poison. 

A short time later the girl purchased poison 
at a drug store, and returning to the house 
swallowed it, falling upon the lawn. Her 
body was found there by members of the 
family. 

In one pocket of the dead girl's dress was 
found two letters, one addressed to her broth- 
er, Carl, who rooms at 182 West Adams street, 
and the other to a friend named Mary BE.

He’s the only onel bother 
about. At this time I wish forgiveness for 
all that I have done. ANNA,” 


Another Letter. 

“Dear Mary: I write to tell you that this 
evening I will take my own life, and tell Carl 
that he may come to Pittsburg and take care 
of Oswald. Dear Mary, I close this writing 
wishing forgiveness for al) that I have done, 

aes ANNA. ? 

Dr. Meier, who is the father-in-lew of an- 
other brother of the dead girl, suggested that 
she probably became disconsolate because of 
the departure of a young man who had been 
paying attention to her. 

The death of Dr. Burbank was discovered 
in the evening when attendants at the hotel 
in which he was living endeavored to deliver 
a telegram telling of the death of his wife in 


Durham. 


MANY WILL MISS GIFTS SENT. 


Postoffice Clerks Unable to Decipher 
Addresses on Burned Mail for 
the Southwest. 


If you have relatives or friends living in I}- 
linois, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, or Texas to whom you sent Christmas 
presents Tuesday there is considerable likeli- 
hood that they may not receive them. 

Your package may be undergoing examina- 
tion at the postoffice among the thousands of 
other letters and packages which were par- 
tially burned Tuesday night when a freight 
train ran into and demolished the mail coach 
of the Chicago and Alton “ flyer.”’ 

The entire third floor of the postoffice buildé- 
ing was pervaded with the smel] of burned 
paper while the sorting wae carried on all 
through the night by a4 force of over thirty 
men. Clerks vainiy tried to decipher ad- 
dresses on many charred remnants. There 
were ten pouches of registered mail] de- 
stroyed, and piles of checks, drafts, money. 
jewelry, and merchandise probably never 
will reach their destination.

FOLLOWS LAW’S VICTORY. 


Judge Kavanagh Had Just Ruled 
It Was Constitutional in 
All Regulations. 


A few hours after Judge Kavanagh, in the 
Superior court yesterday, had upheld the 
primary law against the second attack on its 
constitutionality, a third attempt to upset ft 
was made. A bill asking an injunction to re- 
strain the county treasurer from paying the 
judges and clerks for service in the August 
primaries was filed in the Circuit court by 
AttorneyeDavid K. Tone, representing R. D. 
Peacock. 

In the third attack on the law its constitu- 
tionality as an entirety is assailed. It is a 
question whether the bill can be maintained, 
it being said in the county building that near- 
ly all the judges and clerks have been paid. 

This probably will be determined this morn- 
ing, at which time County Treasurer John 
R. Thompson has been notified to appear be- 
fore Judge Mack, who will hear the petition 
for a temporary injunction. The successful 
assault which was made on the primary law 
in force in 1906 was begun with a petition for 
an injunction restraining the payment of 
judges and clerks. 


Calls It Illegal Disbursement. 


The bill alleges that the payment of the 
judges and clerks will constitute illegal dis- 
bursement of public money raised by taxa- 
tion, and that section 8 of the primary law 
is contradictory to article 4 of the Lilinois 
constitution, which says: 

“No act hereafter passed shall embrace 
more than one subject, and that shall be 
expressed in the title.’”’ 

It also alleges that other sections are un- 
constitutional, in that they embrace subjects 
not included in the act. 

The subjects taken up in these parts of the 
new law are the duties of the state central, 
congressional, senatorial, county central, 
city central, and precinct committees, which 
are not incorporated in the original act. 

Following these allegations the bill sets 
out that the attempt to regulate political par- 
ties is *‘ an invasion of the bill of righta” 


Bill Attacks Provision. 


Section 44 of the new primary act says: 
*“ No person shall vote at a primary unless 
he shall be a legally qualified voter under the 
genenal election law of this state and unless 
he declares his party affiliations as required 
by this act, and in all cases where regis- 
tration is required as a condition precedent to 
voting at regular election only registered 
voters shall be entitled to vote at such pri- 
mary; provided, however, that at such pri- 
mary any legal voter of a precinct whois not 
registered shall be entitled to vote in case 
he shal! file with the primary judges an affi- 
davit of his occupancy of the precinct, sup- 
ported by an affidavit of a registered voter of 
the precinct.”’ 

The bil says that thie is in contravention 
to section 1 of act 7 of the state constitution 
which guarantees that “all elections shal! 
be free and equal.” 


Makes Parties Concrete Facts. 


Judge Kavanagh gave his decision holding 
the law constitutional im the suit brought by 
William B. Scott, Democratic committeeman 
from the fifteenth precinct of the Fifth ward, 
petitioning for a mandatory writ to compel 
the Democratic county committee officials to 
allow him to participate in the officia! meet- 
ings of that body. The county committee in 
its demurrer set out that the law was un- 
constitutional in attempting to regulate the 
affairs of voluntary organizations. 

** Before the passage of this act,’”’ Judge 
Kavanagh said, * political parties in IlMnois 
were mere loose, shifting, voluntary organi- 
zations without legal responsibilities or lega! 
coherence. It is the purpose of the law to 
give them concrete existence, to create within 
the party itself legal obligations from the 
organization to its members and to place in 
the hands of the whole party of each political 
party the power to make party nominations 
and to control the party policy.” 

Judge Kavanagh paseed on the question of 
the title, which is raised again in the Pea- 
cock bill, and said it was sufficient answer to 
point out that the language of the title was 
suggested by the Supreme court in its de- 
cision on the primary act of 1906. 


Attacks Indictment for Frauds. 

Primary frauds once more have become in- 
volved in legal entanglements through efforts 
of Attorney Clarence 8S. Darrow to have a 
portion of the indictments quashed. But 
after an hour of arguments before Judge 
William 8. McSurely yesterday afternoon 
Special State’s Attorney Loesch expressed 
himself as satisfied with the situation. 

The latest move in behalf of the men ac- 
cused of nullifying the new primary law in- 
cludesa plea to quash the indictments against 
William G. Hermann, Republican state com- 
mitteeman from the Eighth district and 
nephew of “ Chris"’ Mamer. Hermann orig- 
inally was the defendant in twelve cases, but 
that number dwindled to six charges of per- 
jury. Attorney Darrow insisted that the in- 
dictments, because of conflicting statements, 
were worthless, and asked Judge McSurely 
to throw them out of court. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Loesch that no 
move to quash such indictments could be 
made after the defendants had entered a plea 


under them. 

“Then I will withdraw the plea of not 
guilty,” proposed Mr. Darrow. 

Here again Mr. Loesch objected that the 
plea had not been made with leave “ to with- 
draw later.” Mr. Darrow insisted and pro- 
duced numerous legal authorities. Judge 
McS8urely set the final hearing of the argu- 
ments for today. 

During the day Judge Freeman denied a 
writ of habeas corpus to George D. Earl, who 
is serving a sentence in jail for contempt of 
court growing out of a primary election 


fraud.

Albert Frazer, 19 years old, who stole a $10 
bill he had been asked to change at the 
First ward ball, was sentenced to four 
months’ tmprisonment in the house of cor- 
rection by Municipal Judge Newcomer.

*“ Bathhouse” Coughlin, acquitting him, 
was read in Municipal Judge Newcomer's 
court yesterday. 

The alderman thanked the jury and court 
and left.

‘HOTEL FIRE ( FIRE CAUSES A PANIC 


Guests at Palace Stampeded and 
Rush for Escapes. 


BELLBOY RESCUES A GIRL.| 


Policeman Carries Out Woman Who Is 
Overcome by Smoke. 


Guests stampeced and climbed helter skel- 
ter down fire escapes when a fire broke out 
in the Palace hoteb late last night. One 
woman fainted and was carried to the street, 
while another was overcome by smoke. 

The fire was discovered in the Mnen room 
on the third floor of the building, which is at 
North Clark and Indiana streets, and by the 
time of the arrival] of the first fire companies 
the buikiing was filled with amoke. 

After a number of women and men had 
climbed down the fire escapes, it was ru- 
mored that two women had been caught on 
the third floor in the stampede and had been 
seriously injured. This report, however, 
was cenied by attachés of the hotel. 

The fire was not extinguished until after 
Marshal Horan and his firemen had groped 


their way through the smoke filled hallways 
with their leads of hose. 


Boy Assists Patient. 

Miss Florence Press, 17 years old, was ill in 
her room on the third floor when the fire was 
discovered. Her mother was out and when 
Miss Press heard the cries of the frightened 
guests she went to the hallway. She was met 
by Charlies Steele, a bellboy, who assisted her 
to the street with difficulty. Miss Press then 
collapsed, but was revived in a nearby drug 
store. 

Mrs. Lorraine Lowry was overcome by 
smoke while on the fifth floor. She was as- 
sisted to the street by Policeman Patrick 
Murphy of the Chicago avenue station. Mrs. 
Lowry revived a short time after being at- 
tended by a physician. 

After the blaze had been extinguished by 
the firemen, the guests returned to their 
rooms. The origin of the fire is believed to 
have been crossed electric wires. Most of the 
damage caused was by water. 

The fire was discovered by Steele, who 
awakened all the guests. 

The blaze recalled a series of smal) fires 
that caused alarms in the hotel about two 
years ago. 

Aged Woman Overcome. 

Mre. Theresa McGregor, 77 years old, fee- 
ble and partly crippled with rheumatism, 
fell, overcome by emoke, and was burned 
seriously in a fire which partly destroyed 
her home at 1187 Le Moyne street, early in the 
morning. She was taken to St. Elizabeth's 
hospital and early this morning was reported 
to be in a critical condition. 


SCREAMS OF CHICAGO GIRL 
FOIL KJDNAPERS, IT IS SAID. 


Miss Rose Nusbaum Reported to Have 
Been Victim of Abduction Plot at 
Shepshewana, Ind. 


Miss Rose Nusbaum, a pupil at the Bush 
Temple conservatory of music and ae singer 
in the First Methodist churoh choir, is re- 
ported to have been the victim of an attempt- 
e¢ kidnaping plot at Shepshewana, Ind., 
Tuesday night. 

The young woman went to the Indiana town 
to give a recital. About midnight, accord- 
ing to the report which reached Chicago yes- 
terday, she was informed that a telephone 
call had beén put in for her at the residence 
of Dr.-Fred Hunn, a neighbor of the Bas- 
comes, with whom she is staying in Shepshe- 
wana. She went to the Hunn residence, but 
founc there was no call for her. Then. she 
started to return, Dr. Hunn accompanying 
her. 

They were set upon by three men, it is said, 
who knocked Dr. Hunn to the ground and at- 
tempted to bind and gag Miss Nusbaum. The 
young woman’s screams, however, brought 
assistance and an arrest is declared to have 
followed. 

Miss Nuebaum’s sister, Mrs. Frank Dagh, 
1076 Argyle street, said last night that she 
had not been informed of the attempted ab- 
duction. 

‘It is strange I wasn’t notified of the 
affair,’’ she said. “I think if Rose had been 
made the victim of a plot she would have tele- 
graphed me. Shepshewana is our native 
town. I know of no one there who could 
possibly have been my sister’s enemy.”

Hansen, Under Arrest, Is Pro- 
nounced Dangerous Pyroma- 
niac by Fire Attorney. 


IN BARN BEFORE BLAZE. 


Captured as He Ran Away; Possi- 
ble Connection with Church 
Fires to Be Probed. 


Andrew Hansen, accused by the police of 
being a pyromaniac, is under arrest on sus- 
picion of having set fire yesterday tothe coal, 
wood, and moving establishment of Olaf 
Jackson, Bloomingdale road and Francisco 
street : 


Fire Attorney Frank J. Hogan thinks he 
may connect Hansen with the recent Engle- 
wood church fires. 

The. prisoner is 30 years old, married, re- 
sides at 950 North Talman avenue. He 
has been in the hands of the police several 
times for setting fire to structures, accord- 
ing to Attorney Hogan, and about two years 
ago was sent to the Chester asylum by 
Judge Tuthill. Subsequently Judge Tuthill 


| paroled to himself the supposed pyromaniac. 


The fire at Jackson's place was of incen- 
diary origin beyond all doubt, the police 
allege. The damage was $5,000. It started 
in the barn. 


Hansen There Before Fire. 

Arthur Nullmeyer and William Lawson, 
employés of Jackson, saw Hansen passing to 
the barn, but they did nothing beyond com- 
menting on his presence. Ten minutes later 
the fire was discovered. 

Upon the arrival of the engines Hansen 
became an interested spectator. His actions 
were such as to cause suspicion and Police- 
men Bdward Cook and Adolph Sundberg 
watched him. 

Suddenly he ran away and boarded a mov- 
ing freight train on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, and St. Paul railroad. The policemen 
boarded the same train and placed him under 
arrest. The prisoner offered no resistance. 

After being locked up in the Weet North 
avenue police station Nullmeyer and Lawson 
positively identified Hansen as the man seen 
entering the barn before there was any sign 
of fire. Sergeant John Loftus, attached to 
the fire attorney’s office, and Lieut. C. L. 
Larkin attempted to question the prisoner, 
but all he would say was that he is the rein- 
carnation of Jesus. 


To Investigate Church Fires. 

The prisoner was not booked, but will be 
held until Attorney Hogan can confront him 
with persons who saw strange men in the 
vicinity of the Drexel Park Presbyterian, 
‘Thoburn Methodist, and Swedish Baptist 
churches, which recently were damaged by 
fires of incendiary origin. 

‘Hansen has been a source of trouble to 
us for seven years,” said Fire Attorney 
Hogan in the evening. “ He has tried to set 
fire to engine houses while the men were 
out toa fire. He has been arrested a number 
of times.’’ 


KEIRAN NOTES AND MORTGAGES 
SOLD TO PAY BOND INTEREST. 


Disposal of $400,000 Worth of Securi- 
ties by Trustee Charles H.: Hamill 
Forced by Eastern Interests. 


Patrick J. Keiran and his Fidelity Funding 
company were forced into the limelight again 
yesterday when, to pay the interest on boncs 
issued by him, notes and mortgages of a face 
value of $400,000, deposited as security for 
the bonds, were sold in Chicago for $200,000. 

The transaction was given added interest 
by the presence of an attorney for the Sisters 
of Charity of Cincinnati, the makers of the 
notes, who entered a formal protest against 
the jucicial sale on the ground that there 
was no consideration for some of the notes. 
The nuns will fight payment for a greater 
amount than was actually received by them. 

The sale was held at the judicial salesroom 
at 57 Dearborn street. It was conducted by 
Charlies H. Hamill, attorney for the Western 
Trust and Savings bank, which acted as 
trustee. The notes and mortgages were 
bought by Attorney L. L. Lewis of New York, 
representing the eastern bondholders, who 
forced the sale when interest payments had 
been passed twice. t 

Alexander Sullivan represented the Sisters 
of Charity, and an attorney was present 
representing a Pittsburg bank, which holds 
many bonds. Mr. Sullivan said the sisters 
gave the notes with the understanding that 
they were to receive $400,000, though in 
reality they received only $275,000.

was a plentiful supply of nonunion men to 
take the places of the strikers. 


Boycott Follows a Strike. 

Then came the application of the boycott. 
About two months after the declaration of 
the strike the procucts of the stove company 
were publicly boycotted, and in the American 


 Federationist of July, 1907,. they were in- 


cluded in the unfair list of that publication. 
On Dec. 17, Justice Gould of the fecera! court 
here in Washington granted a temporary in- 
junction restraining the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, its officers, and members from 
prosecuting a boycott against the products 
of the stove company and from publishing 
ite name as unfair or placing it on the “* we 
don’t patronize ” list in the American Feder- 
aticnist. This temporary injunction was 
Made permanent on March 22 of the present 


yéar. 
There is no question but that the American 


_ Federation received ample notice of all these 


proceedings and wae accorded every right 
given to every American citizen and cor- 
poration. The federation as a whole and its 
members as individuals were represented in 
court and fought the proceedings in every 
Way except regard to certain pleas. 

- Jt has not been alleged by anybody that the 
court acted precipitately. Onthe other hand, 
it is evident there was an interim of more 
than three months between the temporary 
decree and the permanent order of the court. 
From this permanent order the American 
Federation appealed, as any other corpora- 
tion or individual! has the right to appeal, and 
that appeal now is pending in the district 
Court of Appeals. and may ultimately be 
brought before the United States Supreme 
court. , 


Gompers Gave Offense Often. 


Charges have been made that Mr. Gompers 
rushed the publication of the Jantliary hum- 
of the American Federationist so as to 
t it into circulation after the temporary 
injunction orcer was actually issued but be- 
ore the bond was filed. In subsequent num- 
re he denounced the injunction and prac- 


» tically refused to be bound by it. In the April 


mumber of the American Federationtst, in 
Which iseve was contained a notice that the 
injunction had been mede permanent, ap- 
peared this- paragraph, in an official letter 
over the signature of President Gompers and

Mitchell Urged the Boycott. 

Im January. 1908. after the issuance of the 
temporary injunction, the United Minework- 
érs of America held their annual convefition 
and John Mitchel! was in the chair. That 
convention specifically placed the Buck 
stoves on the unfair list and fixed a fine of 
$5 upon each member buying one of the 
stoves. Mitchell put the resolution and de- 
clared it carried, although he was then en- 
joined from taking such action as an officer 
of the Federation of Labor. 

In his speech at Indianapolis Mr. Gompérs 
Geclared a judge might hold him guilty of 
contempt because ag an editor he had written 
editorially, but that he proposed to continue 
to write them and that every injunction was 
‘government by an individual, which he, for 
one, would not obey. 

There probably never has been a clearer 
case of contempt of court so far as facts were 
concerned. The three defendants did not 
even pretend to deny their. disobedience. 
Their only defense was that the injunction in- 
fringed on the constitutional guarantee of 
freedom of press and freedom of speech. 
These were the issues which formed the basis 
of the appeal which is now pending. The un- 
fortunate position taken by Gompers, Mitch- 
ell, and Morrison is that they were justified in 
disobeyvine the order of the lower court be- 
cause they believed it to be unconetitutional. 
Their theory was that, until the injunction 
had been. cecided by the court of last resort. 
they were not bound to obey it 


* Ignore the Lower Courts. 

Flitherto in labor disputes the action of the 
federal court or of state court always has 
been heid to be binding both upon employer 
and employé. The new doctrine was, appar- 
ent!y, that no court order could be erforced 
until it was backed up by the decision of the 
United States Supreme court. 

It is scarcely any wonder that when con- 

fronted with such a situation, Judge Wright 
of the Supreme court of the Cistrict, in his 
opinion handed down today, said: 
- “The position of the respondents involves 
questions vital to the preservation of social} 
order, questions which smite the foundations 
of civil government, and upon which the 
pupremacy of law over anarchy and riot de- 
pends.”

Leaders Given Every Chance. 


If the injunction were upset the defendants 
would be at liberty to put the stove com- 
pany on the unfair list as much as they 
pleased, but if the injunction w sus- 
tained and the contempt proceedi ipset 
they would still be lable for any future vio- 
lation of the order of the court, and possibly 
even for the past violations if the proceed- 
ings were conducted in a legal manner. 

As it is, owing te the leniency of Judge 
Wright, the labor leaders are to be given 
every possible opportunity to sustain their 
position. They will not be hurried off to jail 
until the higher court hag decided the case 
in all its merits. 

It ts a curious thing that this is one of the 
cases which Mr. Gompers desired to have 
inchuded in the right of trial by.jury, as 
proclaimed in the democratic platform at 
Denver. which was adopted under his dicta- 
tion. If he were permitted an appeal to a 
jury he would still be tn a position to defy 
the order of the court resulting -from the 
jury decision, and could ask for another jury 
to determine whether he had been gullty of 
eontempt, and so on for ever and ever until 
the crack of doom. 


, President Without Pardon Power. 

In the opinion of good lawyers there is no 
possible question as to the outcome of the 
present case. They say that the District 
Court of Appeals and the United States Su- 
premgcourt will, beyond all question, decide 
that the lower tribunal had jurisdiction and 
that the decree of injunction was rightfully 
izsued. 

The same courts. it is said, will without hes- 
itation uphold the sentence of Judge Wright 
for contempt, so that the three labor leaders 
in the Jong run will have to go to jail unless 
Judge Wright himself mitigates the sentence, 
because the president has no pardoning 
power to cover contempt proceedings, which 
are strictly within the process of the judi- 
cial branch of the ‘government and are en- 
tirely free from interference, either by con- 
gress or by the executive. 


DETAILS OF COURT ACTION. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 

Washington. D. C., Dec. 23.—The Superior 
court of the District of Columbia was 
crowded with labor leaders today when sen- 
tencé was passed upon Gompers. Mitchell, 
and Morrison. All three of the defendants 
were present, and they at once filed notice of 
an.appea! to the Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. In addition there were 
present the wife and daughter of Gompers. 
With tears coursing down his clHeeks. Presi- 
dent Gompers heard the orcer which con- 
demned him to prison for a year. Both 
Mitchell and Morrison seemed stunned by 
the sentence, although Mitchell appeared to 
be the least concerned. 

Asked if. he had anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be pronounced, President 
Gompeérs declared he had not consciously 
violated any law. There was much he would 
like to say, he said. but he could not do it at 
that time. He added, however, that “this 
is a struggle of the working people of our 
country. and it is a struggle of the working 
people for the right. It is a struggle of the 
ages—a struggle of the men of labor to throw 
off some of the burdens which have been 
heaped upon them; to abolish some of the 
wrongs and to secure some of the rights too 
long denied.” 

Mitchell and Morrison confined themselves 
+o an indorsement of what Gompers had said. 


Decision Scathing Arraignment. 


The decision of Justice Wright, which con- 
sumed two hours and twenty minutes in 
reading, was one of the most scathing ar- 
raignments that ever came from the bench 
in this city. 

Judge Wright cited the conditions anteced- 
fing the injunction and referred to the fact 
that for twenty-five years the Buck plant 
had operated as a ten hour shop, and always 
had maintained an ‘“‘open shop.” He also 
spoke of the numerical strength of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, with its 2.000.000 
members, and of its repeated indorsement of 
the boycott of the Buck Stove and Range 
company, through the American Federation- 
ist, the federation’s official organ, speeches 
by the defendants, letters, circulars, etc. 

The court referred to the use of the “ We 
don't patronize ’’ list and “ Unfair’ list of 
the labor organization, and said that mem- 
bers of labor unions were forced and coerced 
into supporting it “ whether individually 
willing or unwilling, approving or disapprov- 
ing.” by various methods. The court read 
extracts from numbers of resolutions. of 
labor organizations bearing on the Buck 
case as tending to show the met:;ods of in- 
fluencing members of unions ‘and these 
methods," the court remarked, “ seem to be 
known as * persuaaion.’ ’’ 

The customers of the stove company, the 
court said, had been intimidated, brow- 
beaten, and coerced out of their business re- 
lations with their customers “ by direct én- 
terference with and boycott of their (the cus- 
tomers’) ‘trade relations with their own cus- 
tomers and the public generally.”’ 


Tells Purposes of Defendants. 

Following an exhaustive discussion of con- 
ere in restraint of trade, Justice Wright 
said: ‘ 
“ From the foregoing it ought to seem ap- 
parent to thoughtful men that the defendants 
to the bill, each and all of them, haveicom- 
bined together for the purpose of— 

“1. Bringing about the breach of plaintiff's 
existing contracts with others. 

“2. Depriving plaintiff of property (the 
value of the good will of its business) with- 
out due process of law.

Shows Violence Premeditated. 


The court then read a mass of extracts 
from reports of proceedings of conventions 
of the federation, reperts of President Gom- 
pers, editorials from the columns of the 
American Fé@derationist and the laucr press 
generally in support of his statement that 
there was a predetermination to violate. 

Discussing the actions of the defendants 
since the issuance of the injunction Justice 
Wright sald: 

““ Having in mind what may be in the fore- 
going delineation which indicates that either 
of the three respondents did before. the 
issuance of the injunction deliberately deter- 
mine to willfully violate it and did counsel] 
others to do the same, let me now turn to 4 
their sayings and doings since the decision 
of Mr. Justice Gould was formally announced 
and the order of injunction itself put into 
technical/operation by the giving of the in- 
junction bond. On Dec. 17. 1907, the opinion 
of the court was filed in the case: the order of 
injunction was entered on Dec. 18; the gifing 
of the undertaking required by it was con- 
summated on Dec. 28, and Iam disposed now 
to look at thé separate conduct of each re- 
spondent with a view of recording his individ- 
ual responsibility in-sufficient detail.’ 


Scores Actions of Gompers. 


The court, after quoting at length the atti- 
tude taken by Mr. Gompers since the injunc- 
tion was issued, his writings, interviews, 
and public addresses, remarked: , 

“ All of which was done, all of which was 
published, all of which was circulated in 
willful disobedience and deliberate violation 
of the injunctiof and for the purpose of in- 
citing and accomplishing the violation gen- 
erally, and in pursuance of the origina] com- 
mon design of himself and confederates to 
bring about the breach of plaintiff's existing 
contracts with others, to deprive plaintifr of 
property ¢the good will of its business) with- 
out due process of law; restrain trade among 
the several states; restrain commerce among 
the several states.”’ 

As to Secretary Frank Morrison, the court 
declared that he had full knowledge of a]! 
that was being done, took part in the prep- 
aration and publication of the American Fed- 
erationist. of April, 1908, with complete 
knowledge of its contents. 

“With Knowledge and approval of the 
other writings and speakings hereinbefore 
specified against Gompers he (Morrison) took 
part in the circulation and distribution in 
large numbers of each and every issueof the 
Federationist cdntaining them, as hereinbe- 
fore specified against @ompers and with the 
same purpose and intent.’’ 


Mitchell’s Guilt Held Equal. 
Concerning Mitchell, the court Pointed to 
various acts by him which, he sald, placed 
him within the pale of the law. He quoted 
from Mitchell's book on “ Organizea Labor 
Its Problems, Purpeses. and Ideals,” cer. 


it was the duty of all patriotic and law’ abia- 
ing citizens to resist or disregard injunctions 
when they, forbid the doing of a thing which 
is lawful. 

Mitchell also was credited with signing 
“with full knowledge, the ‘ urgent appeal ’ 
which accompanied the 27,000 or more circu- 
lar letters to the various secretaries as here- 
tofore specified against Gompers and Mor- 
rison, and with full knowledge of their con- 
tents, counseling their distribution, and with 
the same purpose and intent.”” The court also 
referred to the presence of Mitchell in the 
chair on Jan. 25, 1908, at the annual conven- 
tion of the United Mineworkers of America. 
when a resolution was adopted placing the 
Buck Stove and Range companyn on the “un. 
fair’ list. 

Continuing as to all three of the defendants, 
the court said: . 

In defense of the charges now at bar. net- 
ther apology nor extenuation Is deemed fit to 
be embraced; no claim of unmeant contumacy 
is heard; persisting in contemptifous viola- 
tion of the order, no defense is offered save 
these: * That the injunction (1) infringed the 
constitutional guaranty of freedom of the 
press, and (2) infringed the constitutional 
guaranty of freedom of speech.’ 

‘‘ These defenses do not fill the measure of 
the case; the injunction was designed to stay 
the general conspiracy of which the publica- 
tion of the ‘unfair’ and ‘We don't 
patronize’ lists were but incidents; the in- 
junction interferes with no legitimate right 
of criticism or comment that law has ever 
sanctioned and the respondents’ intimation 
that it does so is a mockery and pretense.” 


States rn Free Speech. 
In reference the freedom of the press, 
ed 


the court decl that the constitution no- 
where conferred the right to speak, to print. 
or to publish. “It guarantees,”” said he. 


“only that, insofar as the federal govern-

of false and malicious libels upon the integ- 
rity of honorable men or slanders upon the

The court inquired if “thoge of thoughtful 
and sincere reflection escape the unharmonry 
between claims for a right of utter license 
in speech and press and the punishment by 


law of libels and the mulcting of slanders. 


No ‘right.’’’ the court added, *‘ to publish 
elther the Mbel or the slander can be sus- 
tained, except upon the theory of a‘ right’ 


to do ‘ wrong.’ ” 
The court, after citing arguments bearing 
on free speech and press, declared that an 


elaboration of this argument “ would usually 
be agreeable to my desire. yet,” he sald. 
“these suggestions sound the hollowness of 


the defense. and to essay more might savor 
of an ingifiry into the correctness of the in- 


junction ordered by Mr. Justice Gould—a duty 
already taken up and discharged by abler 


hands than mine.” 


Sees Peril of Anarchy. 


In dismissing from further consideration 
the contention that the injunction invaded 
the right of free speech and of the press the 
court held: : 

“ The position of the respondents involves 
questions vital to the preservation of social 
order, questions which smite the foundations 
of civil government and upon which the 
supremacy of the law over anarchy and riot 
verily depend. Are controversies to be de- 
termined in tribunals fognally constituted 
by the law of the land for that purpose. or 
shall each who falls at odds with another 
take his own furious way? Are causes pend- 
ing in courts to be decided by courts for HIiti- 
gants, or the view of each distempered lit!- 
gant imposed upon the courts? Are decrees 
of courts to look for their execution to the 
supremacy of Jaw, or tumble in the wake of 
unsuccessful suitors who overset them and 
lay about the matter with their own hands, 
in turbulence proportioned to the frenzy of 
their disappointment?’ 

In the opinion of the court, even where a 
tribunal had fallen into error in the deter- 
mination of a cause which it was invested 
with jurisdiction to “ hear and determine,” 
the duty and necessity of obedience remained 
nevertheless the same. ‘“ And,” said the 
court, *‘I place the decision of the matter 
at bar distinctly on the proposition that were 
the order confessedly erroneous, yet it must 
have been obeyed. (Worden vs. Searls, 121 
U. 8., 14.) It is between the supremacy of 
law over the rabble, or its prostration under 
the feet of the disordered throng.”’ 

In the case of the defendants, the court 
declared, the law’s command had been to 
“Stand! Hands off until justice for this 
matter can be ascertained.” 

‘Is not law wide enough and fs shield 
broad enough,’ added the court, “ to avert 
from annihilation that which its tribunals 


have taken in hand for the sake of decreeing | 


whether it shall not be saved? Yet every- 
where, all over, within the court and out, 
utter, rampant, insolent defiance is heralded 
and proclaimed; unrefined insult, coarse af- 
front, vulgar indignity measure the liti- 
gants’ conception of the tribunal’s due 
wherein his cause still pends.”’ 


Simming Up of Decision. 

In conclusion the court said: 

‘ * Before the injunction was granted these 
men announced that neither they nor the 
American Feceration of Labor would obey 
it; since it was issued they have refused to 
obey it; and through the American Federa- 
tion of Labor disobedience has been success- 
fully achieved and the law has been made 
to fail; not only has the law failed in its 
effort to arrest a widespreac wrong, but the 
injury has grown 4more destructive since the 
injunction than it was before. There is a 
studied, determined, deflant conflict precipi- 
tated in the light of open day, between the 
decrees of a tribunal ordainec by the goy- 
ernment of the federal union and of the 
tribunals of another federation, grown up 
in the land; one or the other must succum)). 
for those who would unlaw the law are public 
enemies, 

‘**On the sociological a ct of the situa- 
tion, some faith in the ultimate rightness of 
American men, whether in labor unions or 
out, is to be entertained. ForlI believe that 
the habit of the land saturates them with a 
readiness to abide by authority, as I belteve 
that this reaciness, to yield to authority has 
undone them before now, through the errors 
of misguiding leaders, swollen by pigmy 
power. 

“It is written in this ~ecord that the labor 
unions and aqafficers medule into a member's 
daily affairs deeper than does the law; re- 
strict him in matters that the law leaves free; 
and then so continually crowe their authority 
upon his attention, that insensibly he comes 
to regard them as of control in his affairs; 
the fact that he regards them as authority 
leads him to heed them because of his readi- 
ness to yield to authority; his respects for 
authority assumes that all authority is re- 
spectabie; and so, upon them he relies, by 
them he is led, 


Says Workers Follow Blindly. 


‘What knows the worker in Texas, Flor- 
ida, Maine, and Oregon of the merits of the 
original controversy of thirty-six metal pol- 
ishers in Missouri? What knows he of the 
refined distinotions about ‘ boywott,’ ‘ con- 
spiracy,’ ‘injunction, d the ‘ voidness for 
want of jurisdiction,’ of judicial decrees? In 
respect of each of these and of the original 
controversies, he has been betrayed, hood- 
winked into the stand of an enemy of law 
and of social order. Announcing freedom 
to purchase what and where one will. they 
deny that right to him himself, proclaiming 
the right of all men to labor, they restrict it to 
the holders of a union ‘card’ declaring the 
right to enjoy full earning capacity, they 
limit his daily earnings to a stated sum.

LABOR LEADERS ARE BITTER. 


Decision Held ta Be Attack on Unions 
and the Right of Free 
Speéch. 


Labor leaders in Chicago and throughout 
the country last night were practically unan- 
imous in denouncing the sentence imposed on 
the defendants in the Washington trial. 
Some of them declared it a direct attempt to 
disrupt labor unions aad nearly all saw it 
as an attack on the rights of free speech. 

Several of the labor men expressed the 
opinion that Gompers, Mitchell, and Morri- 
son never would serve the terms imposed 
upon them. Some claim they are absolutely 
ring crime and that the Supreme court of 
th nited States will reverse the decision; 
others claim President Roosevelt will yse 
the pardon power and release them. ; 


Opinions by.Some Leaders. 
Following are some of the opinions: 
JAMES DUNCAN (fifst vice president of 

the American Federation of Labor)—I am of 
the opinion that the pardoning power of the 
president could be used right away in causing 
the release of President Gompers. The de- 
cision is the most unjust I ever have heard. 
The circumstances do not warrant the impo- 
sition of the punishment. 

P. H. MORRISSEY (former grand master 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Trailnmen)— 
I am not acquainted with the details under 
which Gompers, Mitchell, and. Morrison were 
cited for contempt, and not having read 
Judge Wright's decision, do not know the 
grounds on which it was based. I do know, 
though, that all three of these men are 
reputable, law abiding citizens of this coun-

Bryan Is Reticent. 


WILLIAM J. BRYAN —It is not my policy 
to eriticise either federal courts or their ac- 
tion. The commitment to prison of two men 
so prominent in the labor movement as Gom- 
pers and Mitchell is unique in the annals 
of labor movements in this country. Until 
I have read the court's opinion and consid- 
ered the matter carefully I can’have nothing - 
to say regarding thecase. Criticising a court 
is far too serfous a matter to be resorted 
to when the basis of the criticism may be 
a mere misconstruction. 

DANIEL J. KEEFE (inspector of immi- 
gration and former vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor and head of 
the Longshoremen’s union)—I think you will 
find that Mr. Gompers, Mr. Mitchell, and Mr.

In the Buck stove case 
the insidious and far more dangerous method 
of a national boycott was employed. The 
courageous action of Judge Wright ought to 
prove a judicial emancipation from a form 
of tyranny of which President Roosevelt hag 
said in substance that it is one of the most 
cruel forms of oppression yet devised by the 
wit of man. 

THOMAS. L. LEWIS (president of the 
United Mineworkers)—So far as my Influence 
goes the members of the United Mineworkers 
will respect the law of the land. We will de- 
fend by every lawful means our rights as 
laboring men and citizens of the United 
States. The jail sentences imposed upon 
those leaders will awaken the American peo- 
ple to a necessity of nlacing a limit on the 
power of a court In cases affecfing persona! 
liberty. The United Mineworkers will give 
support to any legal procedure to carry the 
Buck case to the Supreme court of the 
United States. I don’t think that Mitchell, 
Gompers, or Morrison wil! serve a day in jail.

LOCAL LEADERS PLAN PROTEST. 


Illinois Federation of Labor May Hold 
Convention to Consider Decis- 
ion Against Gompers. 


The decision of Judge Wright of the federal 
district court of the district of Columbia, im- 
posing a jail sentence on President Gompers, 
Vice President John Mitchell, and Secretary 
Frank Morrison of the American Federation 
of Labor stirred Chicago labor leaders as no 
other court decision in a labor case 
stirred them since the founding of the na- 
tional labor federation. 

When the decision became known President 
Edwin R. Wright of the Illinois State Fed- 
eration of Labor communicated with Secre- 
tary James F. Morris at Springfield, recom- 
mending the calling of a special convention of 
the state federation to take action on the de- 
cision. 

A special meeting of the executive board of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor was called 
by President John Fitzpatrick and held early 
in the day. The board drafted the following 
telegram, which was sent to Gompers, 
Mitchell, and Morrigon: 

“The executive board of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor pled the fullest possible 
} support of the hundreds of thousands of or- 
ganized workingmen and women of Chicago 
in your splendid fight for free speech and free 
press. Jails have no terrors which will deter 
the American citizen in the present contest 
for the perpetuation of our liberty and our 
demand for equal justice for all. 

‘Our right of free speech and free press 
as guaranteed by the corstitution shall never 
be surrendered.” 


JUDGE WRIGHT OHIO NATIVE. 


He Was Prominent in Cincinnati Pol- 
itics Before Being Appointed to 
Court in District of Columbia. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 23.—[Special.]}—Judge 
Dan Thew Wright Jr. is a Hamilton county, 
O., product, having been born and. reared 
fn Riverside. He is the son of former Judge 
D. Thew Wright, one of the pioneers of the 
present Cincinnati bar. 

Judge Wright's career as a practitioner in 
his home city was brilliant, and he took 
part In many cases of great public interest. 
He was on the Superior bench in Cincinnati. 
In one of the factional Repu@lican fights 
at the primaries in Cincinnati he attacked 
the validity of the primary ballots of certain 
candidates because they had printed at the 
top the eagle or party emblem. These eagle 
ballot cases were successful in the courts, 
but the injunction orders issued on the suits 
brought by Judge Wright could not be served 
in time to make them effective. 

He was appointed by President Roosevelt 
to the Supreme bench of the District of 
Columbia. The judge’s pastime intellectu- 
ally is astronomy. He was, in his younger 
days, an all around amateur athlete.

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PAY DAY IS TOO FAR AWAY 


Legislators Talk of Emergency 
Action on Salary. 


DISGUSTED AT ERROR IN LAW 


Only the ‘‘Holdovers’’ Are Indifferent 
on the Subject. 


At various moments yesterday when many 
esteemed members of the general assembly 
were not engaged in kicking themselves for 
stupidity in drawing their salary increase 
bill, they were encouraged by the hope that 


some emergency legislation could be se- 
cured to correct a smal! defect in the salary 
act, which, according to the opinion of At- | 
torney General Stead, makes it impossible for 
the legislators to draw pay until the end of 
1909. 

It is a curbstone opinion of some of the 
lawyers in the legislature that the assembly 
can pass an emergency bill making the new 
salaries payable in quarterly installments, or 
in any other manner in which it may see fit. 


Considered a Real Emergency. 

It may be set down as one of life’s great 
certainties that if such be found to be the 
ease the first bit of legislating which the es- 
teemed legislators will undertake will be a 
bit of emergency work making their salaries 
payable in other than annual installments— 
at the end of the year at that. 

Otherwise it will be a sad, sad beginning 
to legislative activities. with hotel and lodg- 
ing house bills starting off at full speed and 
with the little incidentals dear to the legis- 
lative heart demanding attention and no pay 
forthcoming until the end of 1909. 

It is especially humiliating to the legisla- 
tors to contemplate the bum job they made 
of an affair of interest principally to them- 
selves. Hence the activity in the self-kicking 
line. They raised their pay from $1,000 per 
session to $1,000 a year, which in practical 
effect in the experience of legislators who did 
not run into special) or hangover sessions 
would amount to a doubling of pay. 


Overlooked Important Clause. 

They strove so hard to persuade themselves 
they had the extra emoluments coming to 
them that they neglected to look into all the 
grammatical and legal possibilities of the 
bill, and now discover that they legislated 
themselves out of the advance installments 
which under the old system of payment they 
obtained at the beginning of the seasion. 

The holdover senators can look at the sit- 
vation with perfect equanimity. They are 
not affected by the salary raise, and they 
have a sneaking sort of idea that, in case 
no emergency rescue legislation be found 
possible, they will be able to draw their ad- 
vance installments and drive the newly 
elected senators and the members of the

Jan. 1 it will withdraw from the arrange- 
ment whereby the Canadian Pacific and the 
New Haven now secure the differential rate 
which is complained of. 

An officer of the Wabash said today the 
Canadian Pacific and New Haven arrange- 
ment had resulted in a loss of about 65 per 
cent of business previously done by the Wa- 
bash. Formerly, he said, his road got $51 
for taking a certain class of freight from 
Buffalo to Chicago on business originating 
in this city. Now with the arrangement be- 
tween the Canadian and New England lines, 
New York traffic secured by the Wabash 
does not come to it until it reaches Detroit, 
with the result that the road secures but $17 
a car. 

The action of the Wahash appears to have 
aroused the Canadian Pacific management, 
which has as much as any other road to lose 
from a general rate war. Vice President 
Bosworth of the Canadian road telegraphed 
today a request for an extension of thirty 
days before the new rate of the Wabash be- 
comes effective.

ALLEGED PLOT FOR INSURANCE 
MAY RESULT IN ARRESTS. 


Witnesses in Philadelphia Case Charge 
That Plaintiff in $110,000 Suit Ar- 
ranged for Men to Burn Factory.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 283.~A sensation 
that promises to be followed by a number of 
arrests developed in court here today in 
the case of John Carroll of Atlantic City 
against William Gergan and John Snyder, 
insurance agents. Carroll sued to recover 
@ balance of $110,000 insurance on the Plant 
of Fries, Breslin & Co. of Camden, which 
was destroyed by fire on Oct. 3, 1904. The 
factory was insured for $800,000. Carrol! 
operated the plant. 

James A. Carroll of Cape May, a nephew 
of the plaintiff, testified’ that he had been 
employed ag supegintendent, and that he ar- 
ranged with several men to burn the factory; 
that oil was taken into the place, materia! 
saturated, and then ignited. He swore that 
an inventory placed an excessive value of 
$76,000 on the place. He named Stephen 
McHale and John Graef as co-conspirators 
in the plot. 

George F. Stranley testified that he took a 
quantity of oil there at the time specified, 
though he could not say what it was to be 
used for. . 

ohn Carroll says the testimony tg part of 
a blackmailing plot, and that some of those 
who testified tried to secure $30,000 from him.

Belgian Currency Is 
Floated in Many Cities © 
in United States. 


PLOT FOUND IY NEW YORK 


Man and Woman Run from Bank 
When Paper They Offer 
Is Suspected. 


New York, Dec. 23.—[Special.}—A whole- 
sale swindle in spurious foreign notes has 
been discovered here. By it, local bankers de- 
clare, spurious 1,000 franc notes of the Na- 
tional Bank of Belgium have been sold to the 
extent of $400,000 to money brokers in New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Bostor’, New 
Orleans, Chicago, Denver, San Francisco, and 
many other cities. | 

Zimmerman & Forshay, a banking firm at 
9 Wall street, is credited with discovering 
the swindle. 

The fraud came to,the attention of Zifmm- 
merman & Forehay in two ways. Swindlers 
who attempted to sell the firm 20,000 francs 
were told on the spot that the notes looked 
bogus. The swindlers didn’t stop to argue the 
matter, but ran out of the office and left the. 
bad notes behind. In a day or so a great 
quantity of the spurious paper began to come 
in, not only from money brokers in this city, 
but in all the other leading cities in this 
country. 

The firm took all these notes for collec- 
tion, but made it plain that there was little 
prospect of realizing anything onthem. Zim- 
merman & Forshay have not lost anything 
by the fraud, but are ahead their charges 
for collection whether the notes are good 
or not. 

No Legal Action Taken. 

No action has been taken by authorities, 
as Zimmerman & Forshay are aweiting 
advices from Brussels before turning the 
matter over to Chief Flynn of the secret serv- 
ice. While the banking firm is certain the 
notes are bad, they want to have the assur- 
ance of the Beigian bank by mail or cable 
before permitting the bushel basket full of 
1,000 franc notes, which would be worth $193 
apiece if they were good, to be seized by 
Chief Fiynn. 

A member of the finm of ZAmmerman & 
Forshay described the wholesale swindle as 
follows: 

“Ten days ago @ man and woman came 
into the office looking for all the world like 
foreign tourists. They appeared able to talk 
just enough English to get around comfort- 
ably. The woman had 4 camera slung over 
her shoulder and the man carried a hand- 
bag. 

Clerk Detects the Fraud. 

“After stating their business, the man 
wanted to know how much we were paying 
for 1,000 france notes of the Bank of Belgium. 
The clerk said our price was $193, whereupon 
the man set up a great cry about having to 
part with notes for what he considered was 
less than their value. Finally he shrugged 
his shoulders and said he guessed he might 
as well take what hecoule get. 

‘‘ When the man handed over the notes the 
clerk instinctively ran his finger across the 
surface of one of the notes. He noticed at 
once that the curving linear mark on the 
note, which serves about the same purpose 


‘as the silk thread In the American banknotes, 


had been stamped on instead of printed, as 
it is on the genuine notes. Furthermore the 
quality of the paper was just a little bit 
coarser than in the good notes. 

“Tt was when the clerk handed the notes 
to me for my inspection that the man and 
woman became alarmed, and when they saw 
me shake my head they turned and showed 
up their heels. The clerk ran after them, but 
when he got in Wall street they were nowhere 
in sight. The counterfeiting is the finest I 
have ever seen.”

New York, Dec. 23.—The fleld etandsat the 
local racetracks, which, it is claimed, were 
in a measure responsible for the repeal of 
the Percy-Gray law, will be missing next 
season. 

According to a story published here today 
everybody who wishes to see racing next sea- 
son will have to buy a grandstand badge or 
remain outside the local racetracks. There 
will be no field stand for the next two years. 
This has beeh decided upon by the Jockey 
club stewards. The stewards, realizing they 
will enter a new era of the turf next season, 
have determined to build from the foundation 
up to establish the sport. In order to build 
eorrectly and to keep away from the danger 
shceals of reform they have made the move. 

It was the men who frequented the $1 in- 
closure that caused the anti-betting crusade 
to develop. These racegoers with small salaries 
and limited financial accounts were crippled badly 
when they went to the racetracks and lost their 
money. As a result many families suffered. Cdn- 
sequently there was an attack on racetrack gam- 
bling which brought about the repeal of the 
Percy-Gray betting law. Another feature agreed 
upon by the magnates is the abolition of compli- 
mentary tickets.

_A LIVE QUESTION. 

The prompt dispatch of business fn rhe 
Municipal court has been called to the at- 
tention of our readers. It gives occasion 
for emphasizing again the need of pro- 
cedural reform. Tue Trisuneg has urgel 
this need upon_its readers, especially upon 
judges and lawyers, and it intends tv 
keep the problem in the public mind until 
professiona! inertia is removed or lay de- 
termination concentrated. 

It is worthy of note that this reform 
lies evidently near to the heart of the 
president elect, who speaks in its beha!f 
frequently. We may reasonably hope 
therefore that as president Mr. Taft will 
exert his great influence for the reform 
within the federal courts, which will give 
a wide impetus to procedura! changes 
within the jurisdictions of the states. 
But may we not hope that Hlinois will 
‘take the wad in this movement? ‘The 
state has been conservative always, and 
in many respects its conservatism has 
been wise. But the need for ‘adjective 
law reform is urgent. The evils of our 
procedure are a grave public burden. 
Shall we not act intelligently, effective 
ly, and promptly to cure them? 

In the Illinois Law Review for Novem- 
ber the editor, Prof. . Roscoe Pound, 
makes note of the fact that'in T15 de- 
cisions of the Appellate court of the First 
district (Cook county), 163 points of law 
were discussed, of which fifty-seven, or 
35 per cent, were points of practice. 
Most of these, he says, were overruled, 
but he calls attention to the time and 
effort expended upon this consideration, 
and to the burden of effort thrown upon 
practitioners who must study laboriously 
the complexities of our procedure, a neces- 
sity which “detracts seriously from proper 
study “of the substantive law involved” 
Prof. Pound says: 

It is worthy of consideration how far the diffi- 
culties which obviously exist in our substantive 
law may be traced to enforced slovenly prepara- 
tion, hasty argument, and hurried judicial con- 
sideration of important questiona, due to the time 
and diligence required of the lawyer to insure that 
the question will be passed upon at ‘all, and the 
necessity of patient cutting away by the courts of 
an abatis of procedural obstacles in order to at- 
tack the substantive points before them. 

That England has cleared away these 
obstructions during the last half century 
and now has a procedure in which es- 
sential justice does not grow weary mak- 
ing its way through a maze of irrelevan- 
cies ought to shame the American lawyer 
into practical action. It is the civic duty 
of the profession to lead in this matter. 
The honor of the profession is involved, 
as well, for there is no doubt that the 
prevailing lay explanation of our present 
cumbersome administration of justice is 
that it profits the lawyers. THe Trisune 
believes this to be a great injustice, and 
ascribes professional inaction to the con- 
servatism which legal training develops. 

Nevertheless, the Wuty of initiating ard 
catrying through this reform is primarily 
the duty of the profession and should be 
assumed without more delay. 


TOO MANY VENUSES? 

No one would be so unkind as to say 
that every woman has failed in her duty 
who has failed to acquire by inheritdnce, 
industry, association, or other means by 
which virtues and values are secured the 
lines of feminine perfection supposed to 
have been the property originally of one 
Venus. It is a pleasant thought which a 
lecturer recently gave an audience that it 
was woman’s duty to be beautiful and 
Venus-like, but let us not be unreason- 
able or unreasoning. 

It may be that, the womenfolk ‘of this 
fair city, by going to sleep each niglit 
with a beautiful thought in their minds, 
as the lecturer suggested, gradually could 
become parts of a greater and more beau- 
tiful Chicago. If the beautiful thoughts 
be conveniently at hand it might be worth 
while trying, but it should be remembered 
that in a land densely populated with 
Venuses a rlarge,“ plump lady of 300 
pounds and no lines at all might be ac- 
cepted as the ideal of beauty. 

Rarity will continue to make values, 
and it may be that if any large numbers 
of Chiecago’s already beautiful women 
undertake to improve themselves by the 
beautiful thought method the basis of our 
artistic judgment will be destroyed alto- 
gether. 


THE WEST PARKS ADMINISTRATION. 
The tribute paid to the administration 
of the west parks at a luncheon given on 
Tuesday by Mr. Julius Rosenwald wag 
doubtless innocent of ulterior- motive. 
But it was timely. That nearly halt a 
hundred of the leading citizens of the 
west side joined in it was significant of 
the attitude whith the people of the west 
side have assumed towards “nonpolitical 
administration of the west parks. 

The progress made under the present 
management is well appreciated by the 
public and the conditions which make it 
possible must be maintained. As our 
conceptions of the functions of public 
parks broaden, as the playground and 
other educational and social features mul- 
tiply, it grows more important that a 
trained and progressive superintendent be 
retained and that politics be kept out of 
the machinery of management. Supt. 
Jensen has proved himself most com pe- 
tent, and the rumors of his removal or of 
the limitation of his duties and authority 
have pointed with a sinister significance 
to the deplorable past.

 “SEARCH.. 

A prominent member of the real estate 
board calls for the printing of detailed 
reports of municipal expenditures, 80 that 
the taxpayers may know exactly what 
has been done with their money. 
information is accessible now ‘to all who 
will take the trouble to get it. The 
council proceedings give the budget which 
sets out with an-approach to fullness the 
disposition of the year’s revenue deter- 
mined on by the counci]. The annual re- 
ports of heads of departments, which get 
into print about a year and a half later, 
show that their respective ‘appropriations 
have been spent for supplies or salaries 
in substantial accordance with the pro- 
visions of the budget. 

If the newspapers were to print an 
itemized statement of @!] municipal ‘ ex- 
penditures the average taxpayer, repelled 


by its length, would refuse to look at it. 


That would be sénsible conduct, for the 
figures would have no meaning for him. 
He does not care to know how each dol- 
lar‘was spent. What he wants to know, 
and what he should know, is whether the 
best possible use was made of the money, 
He would like to know whether a munig¢i- 
pal dollar goes as-far in buying ‘labor, 
op supplies as the dollar of a private cor- 
poration, and if not, why not? 

A minute statement of bills paid would 
be of value only to the expert, who could 
set results over expenditures and deter- 
mine whether the former were justified 
If the results were not 
satisfactory, the next step would be to 
ascertain whether that was due to de- 
fective administrative methods—the cum- 
brous machinery of government—or to 
the incapacity of administrative officers. 

Chicago ‘should have a bureau of ‘mn- 
nicipal research, similar to the one which 
is doing good work in New York. It is 
not so much needed here as there, 
cause the unblushing thievery and ma4 
extravagance which have obtained there do 
not exist here. But the methods of trans- 
acting business are more or less archaic, 
clumsy, and costly, Pressure from with- 
out would expedite reform. Furthermore, 
nothing conld be better calculated to keep 
municipal officials up te their work than 
the existence of a capable and ' trusted 
organization whose business it was to 
make an intelligent study of their work, 
They would know that the people, their 
employers, were kept informed as to their 
business efficiency. There could be no 
better tonic.

** Let us, therefore,” explained Archduch- 
ess Elia, “attempt in our little entertain- 
ment tv recall to the emperor the days of 
his bright and unclouded youth prior to his 
accession.” This suggestion ‘was received 
with acclamation by the children.

The second act consisted of a number of 
popular dances of the period ranging from 
1830 to 1848, with the youngsters arrayed in 
the costurnes cf the time, and some of the 
sin@@l participants in the scene were exceed- 
ingly amusing.

Steps led down from the low stage to the 
floor of the auditorium and from thence to 
the stage box in which the emperor was sit- 
ting, and as the last strain of this most mev- 
ing of national anthems was being sung’ the 
children formed in a procession, the smallest 
and youngest first and the eldest last, mak- 
ing their way from the stage to the em- 
peror’s box, before whom they each laid a 
floral token, kissing his hand. 

The audience was restricted exclusively to 
grown members of the imperial family and 
to the gentlemen and ladies of their imme- 
diate households—that is to say, to those 
members of the court who form, so to speak, 
part and parcel of the lives of the Hapsburgs. 
The entire representation on the stage was 
characterized by a complete absence of af- 
fectation, of self-consciousness, and of pose, 
and signalized by a degree of heart and en- 
thusiasm that was due to the feeling of the 
young people that they were among their 
‘‘intimes.”’ The old emperor is fond of chil- 
dren and, as usual jn such cases, they feel 
this, and it awakens responsive chords of 
sympathy in their own hearts, especially 
among those children who are bound to him 
by ties of blood.

Lord Walsingham, who lost his first wife 
two years ago, has just, at the age of 66, 
contracted another marriage, his bride being 
the daughter of a Mr. Gwytherne Williams 
of Belvedere, Isle of Wight. Should there 
be any issue of this union it will prove a sore 
disappointment to Gd Walsingham’'s haif- 
brother, the Hon. John de Grey, a man of 
50, who has until now been heir presumptive 
to the peerage and to the extensive estates, 
some of which have been, in thé possession 
of the family since the thirteenth century. 

John de Grey is a member of the bar, a 
police magistrate of London, has a charming 
country seat of his own in Suffolk, known as 
Leiston Abbey, and a son, now 25 years of 


age.

The daughter subsequently born to 
the widow married first Lord Burghersh, 
eldest son and heir of the earl of Westmore- 
land, then the Italian duke of San Teodoro, 
by whom she had a daughter, now the wife 
of Prince Mark Anthony, chief of the his- 
toric house of Colonna, and lastly, after 
divorcing the duke, she became the wife of 
Lord Walsingham. 

Lord Walsingham’s name is a familiar one 
in the scientific circles of the United States. 
He shares with Lord de Grey the reputation 
of being the finest shot in England, and his 
aim is so accurate that he is able to shoot 
wasps on the wing. This requires a mar- 
velous eye and the steadiest of hands, and 
he uses for the purpose a miniature rifle spe- 
cially constructed.

LOCATING CHICAGO STREETS. 

Chicago, Dec. 22.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Uniform house numbers are ‘all right to 
locate a house by, but first and fully as 
important is the question of street loca- 
tion. There are over 500 streets in Chicago 
the direction and location of which is not 
known to the average citizen. Locating 6 
street comes before applying any system 
of numbers on that street. Adopt the uni- 
form numbers by all means, but remember 
this, they cannot locate streets, else why 
the present meetings of the committee to do 
away with fifty odd duplicates and short, 
many named streets, north of Diversey 
boulevard? 

Streets, like other fixed things, must have 
systematic names, letters, or numbers by 
which to Indicate direction, relation, loca- 
tion. It being generally consideréd desira- 
ble to retain present street names, I offer a 
simple street locating plan which I only 
ask the council to recommend and the peo- 
ple to “try out.”’ 

In brief the plan is a double use of the 
uniform house number scheme, the numbers 
along any street locating houses, and the 
even hundreds on the cross streets locating 
the streets. North and south hundreds lo- 
eate east and west streets, and vice versa. 

Think of aM north and south streets as 
tens, and after those lying in the territory 
northeast of the crossing of State and Madi- 
son write 11, after those in the northwest di- 
vision write 12, in the southwest 13, and in 
the southeast 14. Call the east and west 
streets 20s, and by the same rule write 
after them 21, 22, 23, and 24 

Lastly, every north and south street is 
distant a certain number of one-eight miles, 
furlong blocks, or hundred numbers east or 
west of State street, and every east and 
west street a certain hundred numbers north 
or south of Madison street. Express these 
by writing two figures after the 10s or 20s. 
For example, Fox place, 2215, is an east and 
west street in the northwest division, fifteen 
furlong blocks (fifteen hundreds on the cross 
streets) north of Madison. Intermediate 
streets would take the same numbers .as

EMPLOYES IN THE CITY HALL 
CUT LUNCHEON HOUR SHORT. 


Publicity Proves More Efficient than 
Civil Service Commission Reports 
in Reducing Noonday Absence. 


Records for speed in disposing of luncheons 
were broken yesterday by city hall employés, 
following the publication by Tue TRIBUNE 
of the easy régime prevailing at noonday in 
the municipal service. It was observable 
that publicity had accomplished a large pert 
of what Mayor Busse seeks to effect ip 
eystematizing office hours. 

There was a noticeable increase in the 
number of employés who made it a point to 
return from luncheon around 1 o’clock, and 
most of them were boasting that they had 
spent not more.than one hour at the noon- 
day meal. 

Amid the excitement over the mayor’s pro- 
posed shakeup of office regulations {t trans- 
pired that records of punctuality and of in- 
dustry and efficiency are kept in nearly all 
the departments and are forwarded once a 
month to the civil service commigsion. The 
indications are, however, that the keeping of 
ee records is perfunctory and meaning- 
ess. 

In the department of electricity every em- 
ployé was given a mark of 100 for punctual- 
ity, industry, and efficiency last month. 
This report stands in strange contrast to 
Mayor Busse’s recent remark that city em- 
ployés appear to think they are not required 
to do more than a fifth of a day's work. It 
was observation of the work of employés of 
the department of electricity that prompted 
the executive criticism. ' 

Supt. Michael Doherty of the street de- 
partment gives each of his employés a mark 
of 100 for punctuality and 90 for efficiency 
and industry. The employés have been run- 
ning neck and neck in me way for months 
and appear unable to prove or to mar 
their records. President Lower of the civil 
service commission said that the efficiency 
reports from the board of education and the 
public library were reliable, but in the case 
of most of the other departments were val- 
ueless. 


WOULD ABOLISH BOARDS OF 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 


Committee Named by Senate at Last 
Session Makes Recommendations as 
to Changes in Statute. 


, Springfield, I1., Dec. 23.—[Specia!l. ]—Abo- 
lition of the boards of trustees of charitable 
institutions of the state and commissions for 
penal institutions and the creation of a state 
board of control are the chief recommenda- 
tions that will be presented to the coming 
legislature by the committee named by the 
senate at the laf#t general*assembly for the 
purpose of investigating and reporting upon 
this subject. 

The committee met here today and ei.- 
powered Sénator Berry, chairman, to draft 
a measure in accordance with these recom- 
mendations and lay it before the coming ses- 
sion. Other members of the committee age 
Pemberton, McKenzie, Jones, Mull, Potter; 
and Burton. 

Under the committee's plan the state bodrd 
of charities will be continued, but merely in 
a visitation capacity, for the purpose of in- 
specting and recommendirg for the better- 
ment of conditions whenever porsible. The 
offices of superintendents and wardens of 
state institutions will be merely administra- 
tive, with no jurisdiction over the expendi- 
ture of funcs.

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EXPERIMENTS ON MONKEYS 
TO SHOW GROWTH OF BRAIN. 


Educated in Pairs, They Will Be Killed 
at Different Stages of Development 
and Deterioration. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special. ]}—An 
experiment to determine the development of 
the brains of monkeys is to be undertaken 
by the scientists of George Washington ugi- 
versity. The ability to note the difference 
between the developed and undeveloped brain 
always has been a disputed point among 
physicians, and this experiment, it is hoped, 
will settle the debate. 

The experiment. it is said, will be under- 
taken by a noted scientist and a local 
physician, both members of the faculty of 
the medital college of the university. At the 
present time it is reported that twelve mon- 
keys are housed at the medical college. They 
are being fed well and attentively cared 
for. The intention is to get them into first 
class physical condition and to accustom 
them to their keepers and: trainers. 

The first step in the investigation wi!!! be to 
take two of the monkeys and train them 
along well defined lines. They will be taught 
complicated tricks and will be put through 
a certain educational process. This will be 
gone into carefully. As soon as both are 
proficient, one of them will be sacrificed on 
the altar of science and Ris brain carefully 
examined. 

The training of the other will stop, and 
after a period he also will be killed. It is 
the belief of scientists that an examination 
of his brain. will disclose that it has dete-

CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—Most native steers sokd at 
weak to 10@15c lower values, although a few odd 
lots of the cheaper grades found an outlet during 
opening rounds at practically unchanged prices.
